~ Horror-stricken, yet determined to 
watch what was going on and hear all 
the testimony, Franks was a man 
caught in a maelstrom of conflicting 
desires. Once he turned quickly and 
darted a rather appealing glance at 
Nathan Leopold, Sr., who was sitting 
just behind him. The eyes of the two 
fathers met for an instant and then 
Franks turned away. 

Inhuman Cruelty Shown. 

Pervading the unreal atmosphere 
created by the bringing from a file 
cabinet of implements of killing, there 
was.an unbealthy aroma, that of per- 
version, of torture for the sake of sat- 
isfying curfosity, of strange and un- 
natural practices—al] relics of the 
dark ages. 

The shadow of the terrible Italian, 
Pietro ‘Aretfno. whose writings cen- 
turies ago resulted in crimes and vio- 
lence, and whose own life exemplified 
his teachings, had come into a 20th 

ntury courtroom. In this court 
to boys, admittedly disciples of his, 


and followers of some of his teach- 


ings, were facing possible hanging for | 


dallying: with a human life, even as 
Aretino had taught. 
Mogal Slums Exposed. 


It was the first time since the hear- | 


ing started that the prosecution had 
permitted any of the strange unhuman 
and unnatural phases of the Franks 
case to come out through witnesses, 
Crowe, in his opening address, nad 
hinted at abnormalities, at strange 
vagaries in which the slayers were 


wont to indulge through riotous days 
and nights. 

Pietro Aretino and his “ragiona- 
mente,” a book so terrible in its con- 
text and scope that it never has been 
translated into English, became a liv- 
ing reality in the Franks case, to re- 
proach the two young multimillion- 
nires’ sons who so calmly confessed 
killing the son of a friend and neigh- 
bor, and their own friend, that they 
might get “easy money.” 

It was through Leon Mandel, II, 
a prosperous young merchant reputed 
to be a millionaire, that the court- 
room scene rolled back through the

Dark Ages, whose works had 
ested him, he admitted, and 
teachings enthralled Leopold. 
Mandel Is Smug. 

Mandel, a smug, self-satisfied type, 
(was attired in a light gray suit and 
‘bad accentuated his personality with 
‘a bizarre tie of many colors. 
| The witness, his attire, his tie and 
ibis sleek black hair plainly were the 
lenvy of the court room sheiks and the 
iflappers. who crowded forward in un- 
disguised admiration—or curiosity— 
as this young business man described 
ihis relations with Leopold. 
| Mandel said he was well acquainted 
i'with both the defendants, in fact, he 
had played bridge many times witb 
them. Crowe, brusque and even more 
forceful and imperious than he had 
been during the opening session Wed- 
nesday, ‘plunged into his subject at 
once,

Leopold Did Typing. 

There was a sdden stir in the 
courtroom. Leopold looked at the 
floor. Mandel faced the prosecutor 
squarely. He felt he had taken only 
the interest in the book that any 
student, any thinker, might evince. 
and he was prepared to justify his 
attitude. Crowe made no attempt to 
antagonize him. 

“Had you made a study of Aretino 
the prosecutor asked. 

“Yes, but I had gone into the sub- 
ject more deeply than Leopold,” the 
Witness answered. “I did most of the 
translaticy from German and Leopold 
did the typewriting. We helped each 
other.” , 

“What was the name of this work ?” 

“Ragionamente, or Dialogues,”’ 

“Do you know whether Leopold 
made any protracted study of this 
book 7’ 

Leopold and Loeb Gamblers 

“No, sir, all I know is that he 
helped me translate it. I really did 
the actual translation and he did the 
typewriting.” 

Describing the bridge parties which 
Mandel said he, Leopold and Loeb at- 
tended, the witness threw a new side- 
light on the characters of the two 
youths. He disclosed that they played 
against each other in these gathber- 
ings, that tley “plunged.” and that 
they bet more than anyone else. 

Leopold and Loeb, as gamblers, as 
young men who flung away their 
money in a game of chance, were dis- 
closed in entirely new roles. Their 
gambling compleses hitherto had not 
been brought into the case. ‘I'he in- 
formation appeared to interest Leo- 
pold, Sr., deeply because he leaned for- 
ward and cupped his ear in his hand. 
so that he might not miss a word. 
Jacob Franks, father of the slain hoy, 
who sat about three feet away from 
the father of his son’s murderers, also 
was interested. He was listening to a 
new story concerning the youths who 
so wantonly and cruelly kidnaped and 
killed his youngest son, 

State Tightens Noose. 

Mandel left the courtroom smiling. 
entirely self-possessed. He greeted 
friends gaily as he passed out. 

The state spent most of the morning 
session weaving its net more tightly 
around the slavers ‘through the exhi- 
bition of the relies of their crimes and 
through their identification hy people 


| who at some time had handled them. 


There was the chisel with which 
“Robby” Franks had been knocked un- 


| conscious after he had been lured into

chisel was “'ood-stained. The vlood 
was that of Robert Franks. . 

Jacob Franks twitched nervously 
whenever Crowe displayed this instru- 
ment of death. He could not bear to 
look at the chisel and invariably he 
turned away. 

Binding Cord Is Displayed. 

The rope with which Leopold anil 
Loeb bound their victim was in fre- 
quent display. It was a frayed, thin 
strand, hardly strong enough to hold 
an adult, but certainly of sufficient 
strength to bind a little boy who hail 
heen knocked unconscious with blows 
on the head. ; 

Two typewriters, their metal re- 
flecting a spotlizht played upon them 
in a million twinkles, lay before the 


| witness stand. 


One was the machine 
on which Leopold and Loeb construct- 


ed their astonishing ransote notes and 


their instructions to Jacob Franks on 
how to pay them the ransom money. 
The other was a machine that Leopold 
frequently used for his treatises on 
birds and law. 

One typewriter was battered, .vost 
of its keys had been twisted off. Some 
of the parts were missing. After the 
murder these two young killers had 
battered te machine on which they 
wrote the kidnaping missives, had 
torn off some of the keys and had 
thrown the parts and the main body 
into a lagoon at Jackson park. They 
believed they had put the typewriter 
on which thev wrote their inhuman 
notes out of the sight of man forever. 

More of “Ballard” Role. 

Not quite so gruesome as the actual] 
objects used in connection with the 
abduction and killing were letters and 
cards filled .out under the name of 
“Morton D. Ballard.” an assumed 
name of Leopold. Nathan had regis- 
tered at various hotels under the 
Pname, carrying out his plan of crime, 


and even had opened a bank account | 
‘as Ballard. 


Andrew Russo. a car inspector, who 
found the letter Leopold and Loeb had 
left for Jacob Franks in a Pullman 
car, was the first witness of the day. 
Crowe took: his appearance on the 
stand as an opportunity to read the 
letter, which directed Franks to board 
a train, go into a certain car, and toss 
the ransom money in an envelope out 
of the window as the train sped past 
a designated factory. - ~* 

Frank B. Tuttle, clerk at the Hotel 
Trenier, told how Leopold had regis- 
tered there ss ‘Aforton D. Ballard” 
at about the same time he rented a 
room in the Morrison hotel under the

Glasses Identified. — 

The glases found beside the body of 
Robert Franks, the glasses that Leo- 
pold finally admitted belonged to him 
when detectives had traced their 
ownership to the young ornithology 
student, then were produced in court, 
to be identified by Dr. Emil Deutsch. 

“Yes, those are the glasses,” the 
physician testified. “Leopold came 
to me last October and I found him 
to be suffering from astigmatism. I 
told him to get these glasses and he 
later showed them to me.” 

Elizabeth Sattler, a frightened maid 
in the employ of the Leopold family, 
was questioned at length as _ to 
whether she had seen the young man 
of the house use any typewriters. 
“Yes, I have, but 1 would not know 
them if IL saw them again,” she an- 
swered. 

Two typewriters then were shown 
to her, one of them that on which 
the ransom netes were written, 

Identifies One Machine. 

“Did you ever see Nathan Yeopold, 
Jr.. use this machine?” Crowe asked, 
pointing to the battered and rusted 
instrument that was rescued from the 
Jackson park lagoon. 

“Yes.” Miss Sattler replied. and 
then she shrunk back = afrighted. 
Crowe wanted her to inspect the ma- 
‘chine and she was unwilling. He did 
not press his request. 

Then Crowe pulled out remnants 
of the robe in which Leopold § and 
Loeb wrapped the Franks boy aftez 
they murdered him. They later had 
attempted to burn up this robe. 

“I know nothing about that robe,” 
Miss Sattler said. “I don't believe I 
ever saw it before.”’ 

Then came in quick suecession a 
group of young law students at Chi- 
cago university, friends of Leopold 
and Loeb. a youths apparently 
enjoved being sfmmnoned into court tu 
| testify against their friends At any 
rate they smiled and laughed and 
joked and made even the judge grin. 

College Mates Testify. 

Arnold Marmont, the first of the 
group, testified that he had been a 
classmate of “Leopold and that he 
studied law with him in his home. 


“We did all our dope-sheeting to- | 


gether,” Marmont said. 

“What?’ exclaimed Crowe. 

“Our dope-sheeing,”’ the witness re- 
plied. ‘We would get together and 
prepare lists of interesting cases for 
study. This was in preparation for 
Our examinations.” 

“Were vou in the Leopold home last 
February?” 

“Yes, I was. I went there a good 
deal. J.copold and 1 were and are 
greatf riends. We both wanted to de 
come lawyers. 

New Climax Reached. 

Crowe tried to get Marmont to 
identify one of the typewriters as 
Leopold’s but his attempt was unsuc- 
cessful. The other students who testi- 
fied were Howard Ollendorf, Maurice 
Shamberg and Lester Abelson, all 
sons of millionaires, close friends of 
the two killers and members of the 
same social circle in which the Loeb, 
Leopold and Franks families move. 

Proceedings that threatened to 
settle into routine again approched 
the dramatic when Mrs. Lucille Smith 
and her daughter, wsinet, told how 
they had been walking along a lonely 
road on the outskirts of Chicago the 
night of May 21, when a wtark tovr- 
ing car dashed at them with lights so 
bright thet they were blinded. 

That was the car in which Loeb 
and Leopold were returning after they 
had deposited the body of their vic- 
tim in a culvert. ‘hey were both 
armed, they since have admitted, an: 
they intended to kill). anyone who 
stopped them. 

Car Coming From Culvert. 

“Do you know where the culvert is 
down there,’ Crowe asked Miss Smith. 
“Yes,” she answered. “It is not 


‘very far away from the place where 


we saw that automobile.” 

“Was the car going in the direction 
of the culvert, or was it coming from 
there ?”’ 

“It was coming from the direction 
of the culvert,” enswered the girl. 

The trial halted for a few minutes 
as a grand jury filed in to report to 
Justice Caverly. The courtroom was 
so crowded that the jurors had dif- 
ficulty finding room in_ which te 
stand. ‘They gazed curiously at the 
two slayers. 


Calls Watchman. | 

Crowe deftly was leading up to a 
climax. He next called Bernard Hunt, 
a night watchman. 

“Where were you the morning of 
May 217" Crowe asked, 

“T was walking near 118th street in 
South Chicago,” the witness answered. 

“Did you see an automobile go by 
and w's anything thrown out of it?” 

“Yes, it was about 1:50 in the 
morning.,’ Hunt said. “IL remember 
it well.” 

“Did you see that same car agter- 
wards?” 

“Yes, T did. T aaw it at the mnu- 
nicipal pier where the detectives took 
me.” 

“Did anything happen as the car 
went by?’ 

Picks Up Chisel. 

“A man in the back seat threw out 
what looked like a package,” the wit- 
ness answered. “I picked it up. It 
was a chisel covered with blood.” 

“Did the car keep on going?’ 

“Yes, it did; it kept going faster 
all the time.” 

Crowe reached down and produced 
a small package, partly wrapped in 
paper. He thrust it at the witness. 

“Is that the same chisel you pickek 
up, the one thrown from the speeding 
automobile?’ he asked. 

Hlunt took the chisel, turmed it over 
and replied: 

“Yes, that’s the same one; the one 
I picked up.” 

It was this chisel which the slayers 
used to kill Robert Franks. 

They hit him over the head with it.

Among new bills introduced in the 
house Thursday was one by Represen- 
tative Rowe. of Riehmond, to create 
the office of commissioner of hotels, 
the incumbent to he appointed by the 
governor for a four-vear term at an 
annual salary of 33,600. It provides 
that all hotels and restaurants apply 
each year to the commissioner for 
license and license fee is arranged on 
a sliding scale based on the number 
of rooms in the hostelry. Thus those 
having less than fifteen sleeping rooms 
would pay S10; those between fifteen 
and thirty-five, $15. and so on to the 
maximum fee of $50 for hotels with 
°00 or more rooms. Every hotel and 
restaurant would be subject to annual 
inspection, making issuance of the 
license contingent upon the inspector's 
report, 

SENATE CALENDAR 
IS ALMOST CLEAN. 

Today's session of the Georgia sen- 
ate will probably be free trom con- 
sideration of any important legisla- 
tion, as the upper body has disposed 
of, for the presert, all measures of 
importance on its calendar, 

The present method of executing 
the death sentence in Georgia—hang- 
ing—received the indorsement of the 
senate at Thursday's session, when 
that 
garding capital punishment. One of 
these, by Senator Stovall, of the 20th 
uistrict, which would abolish capital 
punishment, failed to pass by a vote 
of 31 to 9, while a bill by Senator 
Phillips, of the ISth district, provid- 
ing for substituting the electrie chair 
for hanging as a means of executing 
the death sentence, was defeated by 
the vote of 18 to 17. 


In his address advocating passage 
of his bill, Senator Stovall admitted 
there is little sentiment for abolition 
of capital punishment, but declared 
the principle of capital punishment is 
wrong, and that his con\v“ctions were 
not based on sentimentalities. He 
quoted at length from governors and 
prison wardens of many states, in 
which they said capital punishment 
did not deter crime. He said that 53 
per cent of capital crimes are com- 
mitted by persons under 30 years of 
age, arguing that if life were spared, 
they would be given an opportunity to 
make life what it should be. 


More Hangings Needed. 
Senator King, of the 11th district, 
made a short speech, saying that the 


of capital punishment, except as it 
would affect Georgia. He declared 
there are practically no hangings in 
the state and that there ought to be 
more. He advocated the death penal- 
ty as the only means of dealing jus- 
tice to murderers. He said that trial 
by jury protects all except in the se- 
vere cases, 

Senator Phillips, author of the bill 
to substitute the eelctric chair for 
hanging, appealed for its passage as a 
decent method of executing the death 
sentence. Senator Duke, of the 28th 
district, opposed the bill, claiming that 
medical authorities declared that death 
is more humane by hanging. He said 
that electrical apparatus has never 
been perfected for the purpose of tak- 
ing human life and that abolition of 
lrangings would do away with the ef- 
fect of a deterrent for the criminally 
inclined.

The 
only claim of the managers and pro- 
prietors and managing directors is 
that they're being made goats for the 
actions of high-binding selihops and 
waiters, and that this isn't fair. 
Whether any court action will be tak- 
en against the government remains to 
be seen—it has been threatened—but 
already many hotels are not only fir- 
ing any of the help caught obliging a

{HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


NOT SO MANY SNAKES, 
In a discussion of snake bites and 


their first aid treatment May 13 I 
said : 

First a kind word for the snakes. 
(That's just like me—I can say a kind 
word for snakes, but never for human 
beings.) A fatality from snake bite 


in America is almost an unheard of 
thing. Even rattlesnake bites are 
rarely fatal and indeed they are sel- 
dom even dangerous to human life. 
Experts assure us there are just four 
species of poisonous snakes in Amer- 
ica—rattlesnakes, vipers, copperheads 
and moccasins. These are all — pit 
vipers, that is, there are little pits or 
depressions im their heads over the 
lipe between the eye and the nostri!, 
a feature which distingnishes the 
poisonous from the harmless snake. 
Other peculiarities which help to dis- 
(tinguish venomous from harmless 
| snakes are the triangular shape of the 
head, due to the wider jaws, the 
greater thickness of the body in pro- 
| portion to length, the eliptical pupil— 
the harmless suakes bave a round pu- 
pil—and the rougher surface of the 
| venomous varieties. The 
snake will bite sometimes if an- 
/noyed, but the bite is no more dan- 
|gerous than a pin prick.. The veno- 
mous snake bites or rather strikes 
with his fangs, not with his tongue. 
The forked tongue of the common 
harmless snake is not a “stinger” n+ 
some people imagine. 

Cyt into a snake bite with the point 
of a razor or a penknife or a needle, 
just enough to make it bleed, then 
suck the wound to draw out as mucl 
venom as possible. The venom is 
harmless if there is no wound or 
abrasion of the mouth. Bind some- 
thing tightly around the limb above 
the bite to impede the flow of blood! 
and spread of venom. Otherwise trea’ 
ihe bite as a simple wound. 


Perhaps the best antidote is a 5 
per cent solution of potassium per- 
manganate in water, injected with 
hypodermic syringe into the = skin 
about and under the wound, Of 
course these things must be done 
promptly to be effective. 

This brought several letters, some 
very abusive, from people who main- 
tained that snake bites are fatal to 
great numbers of victims in thi 
country, but they gave no facts, only 
their hearsay convictions. Some of 
the letters were calm in tone and the 
writers of these letters gave thir 
reasons for questioning what I sail 
about snakes. A few letters were 
from nature lovers who thanked me 
for enlightening the public about the 
harmlessness of some snakes, for they 
deplore the cruelties inflicted on these 
beautiful creatures, usually harmless, 
often beneficial to man. 

An engineer writes me that there 
are no true vipers in America, the 
Crotalinae ((rattlesnakes) being 
sub-family of the Viperadae, embrac- 
ing four genera (not species), three of 
which are found in the United States 
—-moceasins, pigmy rattlesnakes ani 
rattlesnakes. The moceasins include 
copnerheads and water moccasin-. 
The main group of rattlesnakes in 
clude some twelve kinds—-Texas rat 
tlesnake, red, prairie, Pacific, dos 
faced, Price's tiger, horned, green, 
white, timber, and diamond back rat- 
tler. All have triangular heads and 
strike with fangs, my engineer frien‘ 
advises, but he insists there are 18 
species, at least. de cites as author- 
ities Dr. R. T.. Ditmars, of the New 
York Zoological society; Dr. Stejne- 
ver, of the national museum, and W. 
A. Vevan, of Denver, who has done 
;much research on potassium verman- 
ganate treatment.

~NEW RUSS POLICY 
~ ADOPTED BY JAPAN 


. Tokio, July 24—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—A new policy toward 
Tiussia, on which it is believed the 
government would be willing to grant 
recognition to the soviet government, 
‘was adopted by the cabinet at an ex- 
traordinary session today. 

' The new policy was presented by 
the foreign minister, Baron Shide- 
oe. and is generally regarded as 
fixing Japan's terms toward Russia 
amd as making agreement between 
the countries, icvking to resumption 
of diplomatic reiations, easier. Ne- 
gotiations toward that end have been 
under way intermittently for sev- 
eral years and sat present conversa- 
tions at Pekin between L. M. Ka- 
hakhan, recently named soviet am- 
bassador to China, and Kenkichi 
Soshizawa, Japanese minister to that 
country, stand in a condition of re- 
cess, pending Mr. Yoshizawa’'s return 
from a visit to Tokio. 


To Resume Negotiations. 


The government's decision as taken 
teday will form the basis of instruc- 
ions which the minister will take 
ack to Pekin with him, instructions 
which he will te able to interpret 
in the light of facts gained on an in- 
ppection trip through northern Sakha- 
lin, which he made while away from 
his legation. This return will be 
mede next week, and Mr. Yoshi- 
yawa is expected to resume his ¢Con- 
versations with M. Karakhan shortly 
thereafter. 

The vernacular press here declares 
that the cabinet fully accepted Baron 
Shidehbara’s prozram, which was 
framed in such terms as to satisfy 
both the army and the navy. ‘The 
latter, always a powerful force in 
Jupanese diplomacy, long hag de- 
fired to retain for Japanese use 
the resources of northern Sakha- 
lin, a territory which Japan has 
held, under occupation, for some time 
pending reparation for the massacre 
nf some 600 Jupanese troops at 
Nikolaievsk on March 11 and 12, 
1920, by soviet forces. 

Concessions to Russia. 

While officials decline to discuss 
the new policy the vernacular news- 
papers agree on its main outlines. 
Dhey declare that it means “con- 
cessions’ to Russia. It is indicated 
that the principal items in the new 
stand are that Russia shall apologize 
verbally for the Nikolaievsk massacre 
and shall grant long-time concessions 
to Japanese interests for mining and 
limbering in northern Sakhalin, but 
that claims for similar concessions 
in Siberig shall be waived: that a 
joint Kusso -. Tapanese corporation 
fhall be given the right to exploit the 
wil resources of northern Sakhalin: 
that the provisions of the Portsmouth 
treaty; which ended hostilities be- 
tween Japan and czarist Russia, shall 
be retained with a provision extend- 
ing Japan's fishing rights in Siberian 
waters and that the question of pay- 
ment of debts contracted by the 
czarist regime shell be left for set- 
tlement after conferences have been 
held with Great Britain and Italy. 

The vernacular newspapers declare 
that if Russia accepts such terms 
Japan will cease her occupation of 
northern Sakhalin, withdrawing her 
troops -before the end of October, 
and will grant recognition to the 
soviet regime.
